1  he  100th  anniversary  season  of  football  at  WPI  saw 
the  Engineers  end  with  a  44  record  with  new  head  coach 
Jack  Siedlccki  at  the  helm.  The  team  rallied  to  win  three 
out  of  their  last  four  games  to  give  Siedlecki  a  .500  debut 
season  that  was  sparked  by  a  new.  explosive  and  enter¬ 
taining  offense. 

Before  his  sidelining  back  injury  in  game  4,  senior 
quarterback  Greg  Whitney  had  already  made  his  mark  in 
the  1988  season  as  he  rushed  for  95  yards,  completed  21 
,  put  of  42  passes  for  273  yards  with  two  touchdowns  and 
earned  the  pivi§lpn  IIJII  Gold  Helmet  Award  for  his  per¬ 
formance  along  with  a  spot  on  the  EC  AC  Honor  Roll. 
Whitney  also  tied  the  ECAC  Division  IH  All-Time  Com¬ 
pletion  record  for  one  game  with  34  completions  in  game 
number  3  against  Coast  Guard. 

Other  playejfs  named  to  the  ECAC  Honor  Roll  during 
the  season  were  senior  wide  receiver  Evan  Eikington, 
sophomore  defensive  back  Randy  Plasse  and  junior  run¬ 
ning  back  Mike  Bucci  (was  named  to  honor  roll  twice), 
Bucci,  the  1988  Engineers  MVP  ignited  the  offense  rush¬ 
ing  for  a  season  total  of  687  yards  for  7  touchdowns  and  a 
long  of  67.  Bucci  caught  28  passes  for  291  yards  for  two 
touchdowns  with  a  record  breaking  97  yard  reception 
thrown  by  sophomore  quarterback  Pete  Keller.

i^Vithough  it  was  supposed  to  be  a  year  of  transition 
for  both  the  players  and  the  new  coaching  staff  of  the 
field  hockey  team,  the  1988  season  could  not  have  been 
more  perfect,  at  least  from  the  perspective  of  coach  Judy 
Soderlund, 

The  team  started  out  strong  and  finished  stronger. 
They  consistently  dominated  the  field,  blanking  their  op¬ 
ponents  13  times.  While  the  offense  racked  up  as  many 
as  10  goals  per  game,  the  defense,  anchored  by  seniors 
Leslie  Andrews  and  Danielle  LaMarre,  allowed  just  10 
goals  for  the  entire  season. 

As  the  season  wound  down,  the  Engineers  came  up 
short  in  overtime  to  lose  to  Wellesley  College  4-2,  their 
only  loss  of  the  season.  The  loss  was  made  more  frustrat¬ 
ing  by  the  fact  that  the  Engineers  outshot  their  rivals  70- 
16,  A  week  later  WPI  atoned  for  their  setback  with  an  8-0 
thrashing  of  Wellesley  College,  With  the  win,  they 
walked  away  with  the  New-8  Conference  title  and  high 
hopes  for  an  ECAC  post-season  bid.  But,  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row,  WPI  was  left  out  in  the  cold  after  an 
amazing  season  and  the  best  record  in  New  England. 

The  disappointing  finale  to  a  spectacular  season  did 
not  dim  the  dedication,  togetherness  and  commitment  of 
the  WPI  player,  however.  ‘They  made  many  personal 
sacrifices  for  the  sake  of  the  team,”  Soderlund  says. 

The  team  amassed  101  goals,  including  a  record- 
breaking  30  goals  from  senior  Carrie  Nolet.  Other  high 
scorers  were  junior  Kim  Cloutier  with  26  goals,  junior 
Nicky  McGowan  with  20,  and  senior  Kathy  Goggins  with 
15.  Nolet  and  Cloutier  were  named  to  the  New-8  All- 
Conference  First  Team  and  McGowan  was  named  to  the 
New-8  All-Conference  Second  team. 

Two  players  instrumental  in  setting  the  pace  of  each 
game  were  juniors  Jody  Normandin  and  Kristin  Baier- 
lein.  Senior  goalkeeper  Heidi  Sellars  kept  the  opponents 
off  the  scoreboard,  and  senior  Loree  Griffin  played  her 
usual  intense  and  stable  game,  Soderlund  says. 

According  to  Soderlund,  the  1988  squad  “played  to¬ 
gether  and  stayed  together”  from  the  beginning  of  the 
season  to  the  end.  “They  lived  by  their  motto,  we  can, 
we  will,  together,’  so  that  in  the  end  they  could  say  they 
did,  together,  come  to  be  a  guiding  force  for  each  team 
member.

JL  he  1988-89  wrestling  team  took  on  each  and  every  opponent  this  season  with 
extreme  intensity,  determination  and  the  desire  to  succeed.  Their  hard  work  paid  off  as 
the  team  finished  their  to  succeed.  Their  hard  work  paid  off  as  the  team  finished  their 
dual  meet  season  boasting  a  15-1  overall  record,  making  this  the  13th  consecutive 
winning  season  for  WPI  wrestling.  The  Engineer’s  spent  the  majority  of  the  season 
ranked  #  1  in  Division  HI  and  5  in  all  of  New  England.  Also  to  their  credit,  WPI  moved  up 
in  the  national  ranking  from  the  19  spot  to  the  #17  spot,  the  highest  ranking  in  WPI 
wrestling  history.

The 
Engineer’s  eight  victories  include  Wesleyan,  ECSU, 
Clark,  Worcester  State,  Nichols,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Assump¬ 
tion  and  Coast  Guard*  WPI  captured  the  Tri-States  for 
the  first  time  ever  defeating  RIC,  Assumption,  ACSU, 
Salve  Regina,  Clark,  Stonehill,  and  Nichols.  WPI  placed 
fourth  out  of  17  teams  at  the  1989  New  England  Division 
111  women’s  outdoor  track  and  field  Invitational  held  at 
WPI.  The  team  closed  out  the  year  hosting  the  EC  AC 
Division  III  Women’s  Track  and  Field  Championships  as 
they  tied  for  25th  place  out  of  36  teams.  Individual  high¬ 
lights  included:  senior  co-captain  Lesley  Andres,  All- 
EC  AC  with  a  six  place  finish  in  the  heptathlon,  #3  all-time 
in  the  4()0m  (64.4),  #3  all-time  in  the  190  hurdles  (18*01), 
a  member  of  the  #2  all-time  4  x  400  relay  team,  owns  the 
school  hugh  jump  record  (1.52m),  and  holds  the  school 
heptathlon  record  with  3502  points,  sophomore  Chris 
Mikloiche  holds  the  school  record  in  the  500m  (19:13.6) 
and  the  10000m  (40:32.2),  ALL-ECAC  with  a  sixth  place 
finish  in  the  10000m;  sophomore  Maura  Collins,  #2  all- 
time  in  the  500m  (19:54.6),  a  member  of  the  school 
record  holding  4  x  800  relay,  sophomore  Pam  Peterson, 
#3  all-time  in  the  javelin  (34.50),  senior  co-captain  Leslie 
Reed,  #3  all-time  in  the  hammer  (32.14),  freshman  Laura 
Paciorek,  #2  all-time  in  the  discus  (31.08),  freshmen  Kris¬ 
tin  Conley,  record  holder  for  Triple  jump  (34’7”)  and  a 
member  of  record  holding  4  x  400  relay.

Mechanical  engineering  is  a 
profession  whose  me- 
mebers  do  creative  work 
that  results  in  things  that  people 
need  or  want.  Airplanes,  auto¬ 
mobiles,  trains,  space  vehicles, 
earth-moving  equipment,  nuclear  re¬ 
actors,  heart-lung  machines,  ma¬ 
chines  and  machine  tools,  sewing 
machines  and  power  lawn  mowers 
are  but  a  few  examples  of  the  infi¬ 
nite  number  of  products  with  which 
mechanical  engineers  are  associated 
through  their  use  of  the  basic  laws  of 
the  physical  sciences,  life  sciences, 
the  social  sciences  and  the  human¬ 
ities  in  their  quest  to  serve  mankind 
better. 

Compared  with  other  fileds  of  engi¬ 
neering,  mechanical  engineering  is 
the  broadest  in  application  as  well  as 
the  most  basic.  Mechanical  engi¬ 
neers  design  products,  supervise 
production,  conduct  research  and 
development,  and  manage  busin¬ 
esses  or  technical  operations,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  Mechanical  engineering  re¬ 
quires  persons  who  can  deal  with 
reality  in  all  of  its  many  aspects.  A 
skillful  use  of  the  sciences  to  devise 
useful  products  in  an  economic  way 
while  minimizing  the  loss  of  our  nat¬ 
ural  resources  is  an  ever-present  ob¬ 
jective.

Mechanical  Engineering 


Ask  a  physicist  what  physics  has  to  do 
with,  and  you  are  likely  to  be  told: 
“Everything!”  Though  eversimplified, 
this  answer  does  contain  a  kernal  of  truth.  In 
their  study  of  nature,  physicists  concern 
themselves  with  interacations  involving  mat¬ 
ter  and  energy  of  every  form. 

Physicists’  interests  range  from  the  tiny 
world  of  subatomic  particles  to  stars,  gal¬ 
axies  and  the  vast  cosmic  sea  of  space 
and  time  in  which  they  travel.  They  have 
developed  intricate  tools  to  assist  the 
human  senses  in  prboing  these  remote 
extremes  of  our  natural  environment. 

They  have  distilled  their  understand¬ 
ing  of  nature  into  laws  of  great  gener¬ 
ality  and  elegance,  from  the  math 
ematical  patterns  needed  to  inter 
pret  theperfect  symmetry  and  the 
regularity  of  atoms  and  crystals,  to 
the  powerful  mathematical  treat¬ 
ment  of  chaos  and  disorder  need¬ 
ed  to  deal  with  the  concept  of 
heat. 


Physics/Nuclear  Engineering 


Most  of  the  projects  at  WPI, 
whether  they  originate  with  stu¬ 
dents  or  faculty,  or  outside  WPI, 
are  real  problems  that  need  solving.  They 
are  not  “makework”  and  they  are  not 
trivial.  Many  are  directed  at  solving  real 
and  immediate  problems  faced  by  busi¬ 
ness  and  industry,  government  and  social 
agencies. 

There  are  four  basic  elements  to  every 
project.  First  is  the  idea  or  problem  itself. 
Second  is  the  student  or  student  team  to 
work  on  it.  Third  is  the  faculty  advisor. 
And  fourth  is  the  resources  that  the  pro¬ 
ject  team  can  call  upon,  which  often  in¬ 
clude  extensive  facilities  and/or  coopera¬ 
tion  from  a  participating  outside  sponser- 
ing  organization. 

Each  project  has  one  or  more  faculty  ad¬ 
visors  who  act  as  counselors,  resources, 
prodders,  overseers,  and  ultimately  as 
evaluators  and  graders.  Generally  a  facul¬ 
ty  advisor  will  be  involved  because  the 
project  is  in  his  or  her  special  area  of 
interest.  For  some  projects,  there  are  sev¬ 
eral  advisors  form  different  fields.

Projects 


While  not  all  pro¬ 
jects  are  conducted 
off-campus,  outside 
participating  organi¬ 
zations  can  be  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the 
project  experience.  They  provide  real 
and  urgent  problems  for  students  to  work 
on;  they  offer  a  wide  variety  of  resources 
and  working  environments  for  students  to 
sample.  And  they  keep  a  fresh  and  steady 
flow  of  new  ideas  coming  to  WPI,  which 
helps  keep  students  and  faculty  aware  of 
the  current  technical  problems  of  busi¬ 
ness  and  industry. 

The  solution  to  the  problem  can  take  the 
form  of  accomplishing  a  desired  result  by 
a  synthsis  of  activities,  or  resolving  an 
unanswered  question  by  an  analysis  of 
acquired  information. 


WPI’s  Washington  Project  Center  operates  Terms  A  and 
B  each  year.  Approximately  36  students,  usually  juniors 
and  seniors,  18  or  so  students  per  term,  work  in  three- 
member  project  teams  with  a  variety  of  federal,  private 
and  nonprofit  groups.  In  the  past,  projects  have  been 
done  with  the  Department  of  Energy,  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  the  Office  of  Patents  and  Trademarks,  the 
National  Science  Foundation,  the  National  Academy  of 
Engineering,  the  National  Society  of  Professional  Engi¬ 
neers,  and  the  National  Associaton  of  Manufacturers. 
Students  work  on  their  projects  at  the  sponsoring  agnecy 
for  the  entire  seven-week  term,  while  living  in  downtown 
Washington  D.C.,  several  blocks  from  the  White  House 
and  many  government  agencies.
